“My name is Shya and I operate 
Greenvision, a cannabis focused 
investment bank and consulting 
firm,” he wrote in the Jan. 15 mes- 
sage. “My team has learned that 
your team was unfortunately not 
one of the winners of the culti- 
vation and processing licensing 
process. With that said, we have 
a client that has won both per- 
mits and is open to selling theirs.” 

When contacted by the Post- 
Dispatch, the Los Angeles broker 
said he did not have time to an- 
swer questions about his busi- 
ness. 

“It is quite busy,’ said Shya 
Mousavipour. 

After an additional request for 
comment, Mousavipour sent an 
email saying, “We are not inter- 
ested in participating in your ar- 
ticle at this time.”
